| Our Library Helps Work of Ameri- 


canization 


For the fourth consecutive month, the 
Memorial Hall Library has issued more 
than 4000 books, the record for April 


being 4026. The year of 1920 was the 
busiest and most useful twelve months 
the library had ever known, but in the 
first four months of the current year, it 
has issued for home use, 17,312 books, 
an increase of 3547 volumes over the 
same period in 1920. The increased 
circulation shows only the outside use 
made of the library; it takes no account 
of the many questions answered on many 
subjects; the trained knowledge that 
can almost at once indicate which of the 
25,000 odd books on the library’s shelves 
contains the needed information.“ The 
Memorial Hall Library has a reputation 
outside its own community as being one 
of the most up-to-date and best-admin- 
istered small libraries in the state, and 
proof of this comes in the letters fre- 
quently received. from. other libraries, 
asking how this or that problem is 
handled in this special town, or in per- 
sonal visits from library trustees of 
other places, who are interested in our 
unusually well-chosen collection of books.

ties, and is already becoming prominent 
in Andover, due to the increasing num- 
ber of foreigners in its outlying dis- 
tricts. The Memorial Hall Library is 
doing its share in this work. There is 
in the West Parish, a Polish family with 
many children, recently arrived in the 
United States. One of the older boys 
can read English and he borrows books 
from the town library, and tells to the 
other children in Polish, the story they 
contain. Imagine the widened horizon 
of those children, who never before saw 
a book written for young people — never 
dreamed that one existed! Their eager- 
ness to learn to read English is great, 
so they also may use the wonderful 
books provided absolutely free in their 
new home. 

The library receives occasional re- 
quests from grown people, natives of 
other countries, who are thinking of 
naturalization, for help in preparing for 
the necessary examination. To meet 
this need, it has several manuals, writ- 
ten-in easy English, showing precisely 
what is necessary for the applicant to 
know, and what processes to go through 
in filling out and filing papers. These 
books are at the service of those in the 
community who are intending to be- 
come citizens.

A Splendid Candidate 


It is almost too much to hope for, that 
the congressional district in which some 
very distinguished service has been ren- 
dered during the past two generations 
should rise to the standards set by the 
last Congressman who represented it 
from the city of Haverhill, but there is 
some promise along that line in the 
candidacy of Ransom C. Pingree of that 
city, who has made the first open an- 
nouncement that he would like to suc- 
ceed Congressman Lufkin at) Washing- 
ton. : 

Among the pleasantest memories 
that the writer has is that of an ac- 
quaintance with the father of Mr. Pin- 
gree, who began his career in the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature the same year 
that the writer did. Kew men have 
given service to the Commonwealth 
more distinguished than that of Melvin 
A. Pingree, and few men passed on early 
in life as he did, with larger promise. 
The son has followed along and made an 
enviable position for himself in law, not 
unlike that which his father had before 
him. Tle has not held public office to 
any extent, his first important entrance 
being for the nomination to Congress. 

If chosen, he would give to the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts and to the 
particular district from which he would 
oo almost the counternart of keen mind, 
egeressive interest i> all questions, 
lovalty to bi constituents, and broad 
vision on : li public questions, to the 
service repdered inal! these ways by 
our own Congressman Rogers. He is 
young like Rogers, alert, keen, high- 
minded, and a distinct addition would 
be made to the delegation from Massa- 
chusetts by making him one of its mem- 
bers. 

It would be a joy to have a part in the 
fight, in that peculiarly fighting district, 
in order to help a man like Pingree to 
win, 

One Strike Result 

One definite progressive result’ ap- 
pears to be uncovering in the progress of 
all of the strikes throughout the coun- 
try, and that is a distinct trend toward 
less domination by the closed shop and 
a definite development of the open shop. 
We believe this to be of more import- 
ance than the adjustme: t of wages, if a 
choice is to be made between the two 
important issues involved in practi- 
cally all of the strikes.” Wages of course 
must settle down to a level where there 
is a fair balance between all of the dif- 
ferent forms of contribution to carrying 
on world activities, but they are much 
more likely to do that without pressure, 
than the closed shop is likely to relin- 
quish its hold without pressure. 

There is no question but that the 
pressure is on for an open shop with tre- 
mendous force. The public has become 
very weary of the domination of men who 
themselves represent pothing but idle 
lives, and theirs indeed are idle lives 
with all the attendant results that go 
with idleness, carrying out that  old- 
fashioned motto that “Satan finds mis- 
chief for idle hands to do.” The most 
mischievous agency in the entire list of 
disturbing factors has undoubtedly been 
the group of walking delegates, super- 
vising inspectors, and labor agitators, as 
they have been found in the field at- 
tempting to keep alive their own jobs 
because they could stir up a certain 
amount of trouble. All this is under- 
going a rapid change, not yet as firmly 
established as many of us would like to 
see it, but with promise that is most en- 
couraging. 

It is surprising that here in Andover, 
particularly with our industrial trades, 
the closed shop has secured quite a hold 
on many men who are supposed to be 
pretty conservative. How it is pos- 
sible for some men who boast of their 
freedom from any sort-of dietation,te 
contribute day after day and week after 
week to the support of the type of men 
who have secured control of many build- 
ing-trade labor unions, is beyond under- 
standing. We may all rejoice at the 
welcome signs not as far in the offing as 
they were once. 


Editorial Ciades 


Notwithsianding the world-wide at- 
tempt to hold a fair level of wages, and 
certainly not increase in these days when 
people are having less money and only 
in cases where inequalities or injustice 
have not yet been considered, quite a 


substantial increase in pay has been 
granted to a number of Andover teach- 
ers, making a wage that carries Andover 
pretty closely to the top of high-pay 
school centers. We do not believe this 
is justified, and we cannot help expres- 
sing very strongly the feeling that this 
act by the school committee is in direct 
opposition to the spirit ef the town 
meeting and to the broader spirit of 
the times. It seems difficult to under- 
stand how nine persons, most of whom 
qualify to a high degree in their re- 
spective chosen callings, fail to combine 
for, what appears to many people to be, 
effective work as an organization. 
set 

It is a terrible thing to contemplate 
what is going to happen to the thousand 
school children of Andover, (many of 
whom are said to be dependent for 
their very lives, under the present sys- 
tem of control, upon the half pint of 
milk furnished them daily, and the 
supervision of their teeth, and all the 
various other things that are beng 
done) when the long vacation hits us 
about three or four weeks hence. Think 
of twelve weeks for the kids of Andover 
without having public oversight! Who 
in the world will trim their nails and 
feed their starving bodies?

Within the next ten years there is not 
going to be anything in the center of 
Andover more missed than the old- 
fashioned mossy shingle. One by one 
the roofs that our fathers, or those of 
our own generation in earlier days, cov- 
ered with the good old-fashioned cedar 
shingle are giving way to the modern 
tvpe of ashestos or some other so-called 
fireproof, flat-surfaced, soon-to-buckle, 
patent roof covering. Try as they may 
to make it look like the kind our fathers 
used to have, the roofs of the future will 
give little joy-to-these-who. were wont to 
see much picturesqueness in the irregu- 
lar lines of the shingled roof,. and the 
mossy coating that used to make roofs 
joys instead of offenses.

RETAILERS OF BABY CHICKS 


New Building Nears Completion 


Among the many fine buildings which 
are a part of the new Shawsheen Vil- 
lage none will be finer or more complete 
in every detail than the building contain- 
ing the new drugstore and Balmoral 
Spa which is to open on or about Satur- 
day, May 28th. 

The building, which is of brick in the 
Early Georgian style, is situated at the 
corner of North Main and Balmoral 
streets on the right just before one 
reaches:Shawsheen Village square as it 
is approached from Andover. Not only 
is the building handsome in itself, but its 
setting, when completed, will be very 
interesting. On the north side of 
Balmoral street the bowling green with 
its smooth green banks is rapidly taking 
shape; south of the building is a terrace 
which will be made into a garden where 
cool drinks may be served. From this 
vantage point one may look across the 
Shawsheen which at this point is being 
confined between retaining walls, to the 
tennis courts on the other side of the 
river. A landing will be provided for the 
convenience of those who enjoy canoe- 
ng. 

The entrance from the street is by a 
broad slate terrace, with small enclo- 
sures at either side surrounded by a 
white fence and young evergreen trees. 
Gay red geraniums border the enclo- 
sure at the left which is also to be filled 
with small tables for serving of ice cream. 

The entire ground floor is given over 
to the drug store, which in size and ele- 
gance of equipment is without a peer in 
this vicinity. The floor is laid in large 
squares of tesselated black and white 
terrazzo marble. The soda fountain, 
which occupies one entire side of the 
store, has a base of Belgian black marble, 
a front of Grand Antique, with a cover 
slab of black Carrara glass. The mirror 
back of the soda fountain has mullions 
of silver and festoons of roses done in 
the Adams style, the silver being touched 
with gold so as to blend perfectly with 
the color of the walls and elaborate 
cornice. The fountain has two complete 
luncheonette units which will be used 
for keeping foods warm. All ice cream 
will be frozen on the premises, being 
mixed in the spotless white kitchen and 
conveyed by pipes to the Pfaudler glass- 
lined double-jacketed mixing — tank, 
where it is frozen by the brine circulat- 
ing system, the machine having’ a ca- 
pacity of forty quarts every twelve to 
fifteen minutes. No store of this size 
in the United States has a similar plant. 

On the other three sides of the store 
are handsome mahogany finished show 
cases for the display of toilet articles, 
fancy goods, .candy,... cigars, sporting 
goods and cameras. The open-top pre- 
scription department is a feature which 
not only enables the customer to ob- 
serve the prescription clerk at his work 
but also enables the clerk at the same 
time to have an oversight of the store. 

The second floor is divided into offices 
and on the third floor is a most attrac- 
tive little hall where the striking color 
scheme of orange and white is carried 
out in the white-paneled wood work, 
the panel mouldings picked out in 
orange. A central light of unusual de- 
sign carries out the same color scheme. 
At the right and left of the stage are 
dressing rooms, and at ‘he revr of the 
hall is a sewing room which connects by 
dumb waiter with the kitchen on the 
ground floor. This range of rooms will 
undoubtedly be the scene of the future 
interesting activities ¢f the Shawsheen 
Dramatic Club.
